I had the honor of joining Governor Ron DeSantis and student-athletes from
Florida State University and the University of Florida to sign House Bill (HB) 7-
B, revising Florida’s laws relating to Name, Image and Likeness (NIL). 
HB 7-B removes barriers for NIL while expanding financial literacy, life skills
and entrepreneurship workshop requirements for athletes, requiring agents
representing student-athletes to protect them from unauthorized use and
exploitation of their NIL and specifying that postsecondary educational
institutions are not liable for damages as a result of routine actions taken in
the course of intercollegiate athletics.
